Credits, he declared, are so closelv 
connected with all sorts that when 
one is affected, the othei Is bound to 
bo.

ci edits. 
When a 
policy is 
adopted for one of these. It must bo 
carried out In the rest. 
For twenty yeats. Professor Kiish- 
man said, credits have been growing 
looser and looser &o that pilccs ad- 
vanced. But because of the loss in 
gold reserve and because of Euro- 
pean requirements, thcsa credits must 
now be contracted instead of expana- 
ed. and prices will probably decline.

be primarily responsible for the criminal's lawless views 
of life.

5 percent. In thirty-one states over 50 per cent of 
the valors went to the polls. Eight states recorded a 
rote of Ici-a than 25 per cent of their voting population. 
These eight states, where only one out of every lour vot- 
ers -went to the polls, had a total, of 9G votes in the elec- 
toral college, which in the event of a close election would 
bo sufficient to determine the issue.
